To date two versions of the diapute existing between the 
manegenent and workers of the above concern have been 
prepared, one by D.Se Mac Adie dated Narch 21 the dctails of 
which were obtained from Kam Yinz-poo, Assistant .cnager 
of the Nanyang Brothers Tobacco Factory and one hy the 
undersigned also dated March 21, 1933 the data for which 
was obtained from Woo Linquan, lawyer of Feng Conanys 
43 feking Road, presently the legal representative of the 
atove Company in °hanghai. 

The following account obtained from Kan Yuh-ka during an 
interview at his residence Woe55 Lane 1400 Avenue Road on 
~arch 26, 1933 besides being a somewhat more detailed 
interpretation throws considerable light on the subject 
of the extortion practised by Wong Ching-yoong and 300 
Yueh-sunge 

Kam Yuh-kah claimed that he left Shanghai during cune 
of 1932 for Hongkong and Canton and owing to i111] herlth 
did not retugn to the Management of the local factory until 
January ist, 1933. 

Upon his arrival at the factory he was given a number 
of rather vague items of information regarding money matters 
and the non-payment of what is known as the"efficiency 
bonus". It was not until January a ew EVeS (RE the 
matter took definite shape which came in the form of a letter 
from the workers of the factory comphining that they had 
not been in receipt of their bonus since the manager left 
for Hongkong and placed the business in the hands of his 
youmer brother Kam Ying-poo. 

On the day following the receipt of the letter the 
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brothers conferred on the matter and, it is alleged, Kan 
Ying-poo told his brother, the manager, that the matter of 
the bonus was entirely the business of one Li Hwei, Factory 
Superintendent, who was entrusted with the distrit®ution of 
the money under regulations laid down by the managenent. 
Kan uheka refused to accept this view of the matter end 
for the time being insisted that disciplinary and if 
necessary legal action be taken against Li Hwei for "mise 
appropriation". Immediately following the conversation 
between the brothers, Kan Yuh-ka e-lled a meeting cf charge- 
hands and foremen questioning them regarding their knowledge 
of the non-payment of the "Bonus". All claimed that they 
hed heard rumours but were unable to offer any definite 
informtion. On Saturday January 14, 1933 observing 
that the matter was assuming proportions likely to be teyond 
his power of management Kam Yuh-kah obtained the account 
books referring to the "Bonus® and called on a firm of 
Chartered Accountants namely Zee Yoong-tso (FF K7E) of 38 
Avenue Edward VII who removed the records to their - 
officese 

During the ensuing weekend Kan Ying-poo exerted every 
effort to persuade his brother to drop the case and in so 
doing revealed that he was hand in glove with "Li lwei's 
scheme" 

On Monday, January 16 Kam Yuh-ka fearing that his 
opponent intended doing him injury ordered the return of the

account books to his office. Although he intended to hand then ; 


over to the workmen as suggested by Kam Ying-poo, Kam 


Yuh-ka obtained the services of a photographer and was

office when about 20 of the workmen presented themselves 
at the door demanding that the books be handed over to 
them. Owing to the flimsy construction of the door 
those outside the office were able to see the photographer 
at work and with a view to putting a stop to what they 
loudly protested was an interference with their business, 
cut the eleotric cable leaving t e room with insufficient 
light. 
At this junction the pictures already taken were 

found to be sufficient to prove the guilt of Li Hwei 
and Kam Ying-poo. Kam Yuh-kah therefore made no further 
protest but handed over the books to a select delegation

Before leaving the office the three men were informed that 
irrespective of what action they intended to take against 
Li Hwei the management intended to dismiss him. 

The intention of the management eventually came to 

the knowledge of Li Hwei who collected a group of his 
followers ami proceeded to the Manager's Office where a 


somewhat heated altereation took place. They subsequently 


left and returned to their work with the exception of Li 


Hwei who, it is alleged, upon the suggestion of Kam Ying-poo. 


proceeded to the residence of Doo Yueh-sunge 
Exactly what took place at Doo's house is not 


known, it is suspected, however, that he suggested 
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that the Manager should be threatened with bodily injury 
should he attempt to enter the factory. The threat in a 
veiled form was conveyed to Kam Yuh-ka by his brother 
Kam Ying-poo who visited his residence at 55 Lane 1400 
Avenue Road. 

As the result of the information carried by Kan Ying-poo 
Kam senior did not attend the factory during the ensuing three 
days but made repeated attempts to find out how matters 
were proceeding. 

Being unaware of the nature of the negotiations being 
carried on by “Doo” Kam Yuh-ka rang up the daughter of Ching 
Bing-hym, one Zung Kwei-kyi and wong Tuh-eying, concubine of 
his brother Kam Tsau-nan (both women being big shareholders 
in the company) and asked their advice. Zung Kweiekyi on 
hearing of the impasse suggested that the matter be referred to 
Chung Koo-sung (fEF aX )» compradore of the China Realty 
Company, an erstwhile sweetheart. 

The result of this move lead to Kan Yuh-~ka visiting 
Doo Yueh-sung and eventually comin to terms, foremost of 
which were that Li Hwei, whog "Doo" had previously promised 
to ein should be dismissed as from January 31 and that 
*“Doo*® should be presented with 9,000 shares, the requisite 
holding to make him a director of the company. In return 
for this he pr@mised to settle the affair and appoint the

In addition he placed two followers namely Yau and 
Wong Ih-kung (LE ), an ex-S.M.P. detective in the factory 
to obtain information regarding any agitation likely to upset 
the arrangements for the settlement. 

The arrangements made by Kam Yuh-ka were conveyed to 
the Board of Directors in Hongkong who instructed that the 
whole matter should be dropped and allowed to go to law. 
This led to a breakdown of negotiations with Doo and as 
the dispute had taken on magor proportions resort was 
again made a, eowtwbeusn of Chung Koo Zung. He 
conferred with Wong Ching-yoong who promised to have the 
dispute settled. Kam Yuh-ka obtained a native bank order 
for $15,000 and paid it to Chung who in turn is alleged 
to have paid it to wong. 

The initial sum apparently whetted the appetite of 
"Wong" who demanded a further sum of $45,000. This amount 
was raised among the Kam family excluding Kam Ying-poo 
and was paid to one Liu Ting who handed to Doong Ka~bang. 

Negotiations broke down again owing to the inter- 
ference of “Doo” and resulted in the refunding of $30,000 
in native bank orders. e 

At the present time Mau Pid ong and vee 5. ng 
are working to obtain contact with Kam Yuh-ka through 
an employee named gate anes tah who has already attended 


two meetings held in the Sing Lai Hwo Yuen, a brothel on 


the French side of Avenue Edward VII. At these meetings 
the name of Chang Zang-nee (bk 7 & ), Siau Chang, has been 
mentioned as “Master” and reference has been made to the 
ultimate settlement of the dispute through this individual. 

A further meeting regarding the method of settlement 
was held at 9 p.m. in the Saiy Foong Yuen (Brothel), French 
Side, Avenue Edward VII. Vong Char-loh attended and has_ 
conversation with one Chow an-Gien ( ), a Dudee of 
"Doo's" but hitherto not mentioned, who informed Vong 
that the master did not approve of him as a person responsible 
to negotiate such am important affair and that if the 
Company desired to settle the matter they would have to appoint

In continuance of the enquiry into the failing, etce 
of the Management of the Nanyang Factory and the activities 
of Doo Yueh Sung, a visit was paid to the office of Chun 
Bingehin, Compradore for Ae\Je Burkill & Cosy Noe? Canton Rde 

Mre Chun stated that he had observed the direction in 
which the Nanyang Business wes proceeding, as far back as 
1929 and decided to liquidate his shares and quit the 
concerne Since 1929 he has not taken any active part 
in the management and does not know the reason for the 
present intrigue. Questioned as to the characters of the 
Brothers, Kam Yuh-ka and Kam Ying-poo, he stated, that 
Kam Yuh-ekah. was honest but very easily influenced, whilst 
in dealings with Kam Ying-poo, he had discovered him to be 
a most unscrupulous individual. 

The Company, he stated, could not hope te neke a 
profit under the present system of management nor whilst the 
present departmental managers are in pewér. In Mr. Chun's

SAVES LO SIONS: In Diary 1, it is st..ted thst ea 
witness Yens Hai Jie told the Police on the Say cf the 
assault thet one Sdau “Mau o£ was present st tie assault, 
together “ith others armed with iron bars. The following 
day, this vitness identificd Siau “au 34 in the conpound 
of the Se. ¥. S. Ae De Court, and it was ascertained that 
the true erd proper nee of Sinu Mau “L was Joo 32 Yuen. 
This man was arrested and became the second accused in 
the case. 

In Diery “o. 2, <. witness named #00 “oen Yoong is 
shown as having told the Police that this se@ond accused 
led the sang which comm tted the assault. In the same 
diery, it is shown that a witness Dazung Vung Ziang also 
stated to the Police that the second accused led the gange 
Agein in this diery, a third witness Tsu Woong Hwa is 
on record as stating that the second accused led the CANE 

In Diary No. 3, the witness Feng Hal 4ie again appears. 
a8 having pointed out the fifth acoused on March 22 (two 


days after the assault) as one cf the assailants. 
In 
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In Diery “Mo. 4, one of the compleininzg witnesses naned 
Hyu Sung Ching when interviewed in hospitnl, told the Police 
that the second accused led the sang and was shouting, “Assault, 
Assault". In addition to this evidence aupo:aring in the 
diaries, there are also statements attached to the cace papers 
of cach of these witnesses. 

Qn pase 4 of the Court Proceedings, it is shown that the 
witness Fens Hai Zien testified tiet the five accused preke 
windows in the fectory with en iron ber. ‘itness Vs Yoon .u 
testificd thet the fifth accused was present durin: the assault. 
Two further witnesses called for the prosecution stated they 
did not notice the fifth accused. 

On yage 7, the witness Yeng Hai ien clearly stated that 
the seconé accused was present during the assault, and further 
vas armed with an iron bar. On the same pase, it is recorded 
that witness Fau Keu Ming testified that the second accused 
vas the leader of the gang which committed the assault. On 
page 10, it is shown that when the judge hearing this case 
visited certain hospitals to interview the victims of this 
assault, a complaining witness named Lee Ts Daung testified 
that the second and fifth accused were both present during 
the committal of the assault. On page 11, another complain- 
ing witmess whilst in hospital and in answer to the judge, 
stated that the second accused was the instigator of this 
assault. Further on this page, it will be seen that the 
third complaining witness Tseu Kung Sung stated whilst in 
hospital that he saw the second accused at the time of the 
assault. On page 14, this witness testifies in open court 
that the second accused was the instigator of the assault. 

To return to pages 11 and 12, it vill be seen that a fourth 
complaining witness, Hyu Sung Kyung, testified in hospital 
that he saw the seeond accused during the assault. 

Oppos ing 
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Sovosing this abundant evidences, particularly against 
the second accused, is the denial of tlic second accused 
that uc was coneerned in the assault. Ue ataits that he 
x<new an asssult sas contemplated, and stated that it was 
nis intention to report the matter to the bureau of Social 
Affairs. in an effort to bolster up a weak alibi, the 
second accused called as a witness a representative of the 
Rureau of .ocial Afvairs. ‘This witness was, hovcver, too 
enaser in his evidence, for he testificd that the second 
accused visited nim at approximately 19:10 a. m. Tie tine 
ef the assault is siven in the charzse as 3:25 a. me. and the 
witness’s statement that the second accused visited :im 
at 10:10 a. m. evidently surprised even tne second accused, 
for he plainly told the Court that the time of nis arrival 
at the Bureau of Social iffairs was 10:45 a. me uestioned 
as to the discrepancy of 35 minutes in the second accused's 
statement and that of his own, the witaess fron the Bureau 
lamely replied that ‘According to my time, it was 10:10 a. m.".

assault, together with e number of others. 
From the diary of the officer in charge of the 
ease, it appears that the first and second 
complainants that is the first two above 
mentioned, in their statements involved only 
the first and third accused Tsang Tuh Dzung 
and Zung Ah Ching and one Zau Ching Tsao who 
has not been arrested or charged. They made 
no mention of the second end fifth accused 
with whom we are principally concerned. 

When after the alleged assault took place, 
inquiries were made on the scene by detectives 
amongst the factory workers, poth male and 
female, no one would come forward or give any 
details of the assault or the reasons for 
same. Subsequently one Feng Hai Zien came 
forward and stated that he had witnessed the 
assault. It ap:ears that this witness is the 
brother of one Feng Cho Ziang, a department 
manager with an office on the ground flcor of 
the Nanyeng Brothers Tobacco Company, in which 
office the third and fourth complainants are 
alleged to have been assaulted. The other 
witnesses, with the exception of the com lainants, 
were located through the lawyer for the Nanyang 
Rrothers Tobacco Company. 

In a report dated April 12, 1955, Detective 
Inspector R, Wardrope, who took the statements 
of these witnesses, said’

"During the imquiries, taking of 
statements, and court heorings, the above 
witnesses created on impression that they 
were very interested in the result of the 
ease, and not altogether unbiased. This 
was more evident with the first witness, 
Feng Hei Jien, than with the others. he 
being more than usually enxioua to give 
evidence and informetion relotive to the 
assault, this being in striking contrest 
to the large number of workers questioned, 
who mst have been witnesses but would not 
come forward. The ebove attitude myy have 
been due to the fact thet it was generally 
thought thet Feng Che 4iang, his brother, 
wes the person who wes really meant to have 
been attacked, but wos absent from his office 
when the trouble breke ont.” 


The eccusead were cherged with assault, arid 
after severel hesnrings, the first, third md fourth 
were found guilty, ond sentenced to six nonths ¢ 
imprisonment for causing bodily herm, while the 
second and fifth aceused were found not guilty 
as above relisted. During the course of the 
trial, the evidence given by the witnesses and 
the com lainants was, to say the least, most 
conflicting as appears from the record and reports. 

The witnesses, expecially as far as the 
second accused is concerned, made a very bai 
impression upon the trial judge. In his reports 
Kr. Ru seayse 

"Furthermore, the judge who tried the 
ease told me personally that these witnesses 
have not inpressed him favorably, and 
according to Article 263 of the Code of 

Criminal Pproeedure, he believed he had 

exercised his greatest care and beat ability 

im deciding this case." 

Neither did the witnesses make a favorable 


impression upon the Trisl Advocate, Mr. T.¥. Chang, 


for in his report, he Says, referrinz; to the 
tentimony of tie witness, Feng Had sijens "His 
testinony seems to be & fnbrication’, and again, 
further on in the seme report, Mr. Chang snyss

“The firat and second complainsnts told 
the judge in the hoayital thet they Imew the 
nemes of those who assaulted them, os they 
were laborers working under them, but in 
the station, they only named Tsar; 4h Ching, 
zung 4h Ching and cau C>-ing fea20, leaving 
out the names of the sec nd, third, fourth 
ang rifth accused." 


After the judgment was rendered agquitt ing 
the second and fifth sccused as above related, 
the frial Advocate did not give notice of appeal 
4in aecordance with our procedure in doubtful cases, 
for the reason that he gonsidered that there weve 
no grounds upon whieh to base an eppeal. cubsequent 
to the rendering of the judgment, Supt. Yorke sent 
the file to the Trial Advocate for notation «36 
to whether in his opinion an appeal should be 
perfected.

Then in accordsnce with our ususl procedure, 
the file was referred to the Senior Assistant 
advyoeate, Er. King 5. Kam, who made the following 
remarks upon the files 

"The strongest evidence against the second 
accused is that he wis waiting at the door ot 
the time of the assault, and there is no 
evidenee to support the allegation that he is 
the inetigator. He further proves an alibi. 
As to the fifth accused, there is no evidence 
against him. Ido not think an aypenl is 
justified. * 

The file then, in continuation of our usuel 
procedure, was referred back to the super intendent, 
who made o very able report, epitomiging the 
evidence ond in conclusion steted: 

"In view of the above, the Police sugzest 
an eppenl against the acquittal of the Bee nd 
and fifth accused.“ 
fhe whole file was tien referred to the 

Mmicipal Advocate for opinion. In view of the 
difference of opinion between the Police ané the 
Agsistont lamieipal Advocates, the Municips2 
Advocate requested the second senior Assistant 
unicipal Advocate, Mr. Paul P.¥. Ru, to exanine 
the official court file and report as to his 
conclusions and the reasons therefor. Ur. Ruts 
report is attached to the file, and in the last 
paragraph thereof, he states: 

"after I have thought over the above 
neationed points carefully, may I suimit wy 
opinioss that the second accused may not be 
carrieted and an appeal seems to be 
unrwarranted. ° 
An a@&itional report was requested from the 


Trial Advocate, Mtr. T.¥. Changs, from which repart 


we have already quoted. Im the concluding portion 


of his report, Mr. Cheng says: 


"an appeal ageinst the acquittal of the 
pecond accused vould not, in my opinion, be 
sustained. 


‘as there is no evidence to show that 
the fifth acoused actually participeted 

in the assault, it is not advisable to 

appeal fron his aequittal." 

Subsequent to this, and at the request of 
Major Bourne, Deputy Commissioner (Crime), our 
dle was forwnrded to the Commissioner of 2) clice 
for his remarks prior to any final opinion having 
been expressed. The Commissioner of Police, in 
his letter to the Municipal Advocate, statenz 

“ag the accused were 011 charged with 
assault, and as the Court did not consider 
there wan sufficient evidence to convict 

the second and fifth sccused, I have no 

grounds upon which to urge that an appeal 

should be lodged. I do, however, think 

thet had the accused also been charged under 

Article 157 of the Criminal Code, there might 

have Deen 2 good case against the second 

eocused. from the police point of view, the 
act of ricting was 2 serious offence against 
public order, and it is unfortunate that one 


of the ageused who appears to have been 2 
ringleader has escaped." 


Ve have now to express our opinion on the 
facts as they appear to us, and as we have 
above stated then. 

BEASQES 

We do not believe thet any court would have 
convicted the second and fifth accused upon the 
evidence os presented. From the evidence, we think 
thet we are entitled to assume that it is extremely 
doubtful as to whether or not the second accused 
was a the premises at the time the assault was 


coumitted. we nave formed this opinion, not on

account of the alibi put forward by the second 
accused, but because the evidence egerinst hin 
ta most unreliable «nd untrustworthy. 

lnder Ange-Gexon procedure, the prosecution 
camot appernl from an acquittal ond thus put a 
defendant twice in jeopardy. Wile such is not 
Chinese law, we do not feel that it would be 
right for us to put the seeond and fifth accused 
in jeopardy again upon such conflicting evidences 
tne Chinese Court is always ready to convict, 
provided there is some evidence, 65 is shom Ly 
the nigh percentage of convictions and vor this 
reason we feel that it would not be proper for us 
to presm any further a cose, auch as this one, in 
which we have ao little confidences 

while we fully apprecinte the fact that > riot 


is a serious offence ageinst vublic orier, yet 


persons against whom there is not sufficient evidence 


cannot be convicted of auch an offence. The defendant 


may have been the leader of the faction opposed to 
the party to which the complainants belong but 
there is ne convineing evidence proving that he was 
the ringleader of ¢ riot as provided in Article 157 
of the Criminal Code. 

We wish to express our gratitude for the 
interest and zeal displayed by the Commissioner 
of Police, Major Bourne, Supt, Yorke and Detective 
Inspector Wardrope, which has enahled us to arrive 
at what we consider to be a correct opinion.

aA careful perusal of the case pavers submitted by 
the Crime Branch of the S. !!. Pe and the Court record 
in toeis case has been made und herewith follows a resime 
of the evidence gathered by the Police and aGaduced in 
Court. 

INVESTIGATIONS: in Diary 1, it is stated that a 
witness Feng Hai Zien told the Police on the day of the 
assault that one S'au Mau Bi was present at the assault, 
together with others armed with iron pars. The following 
day, this witness identified Siau Mau Bi in the comoound 
of the S. F. 3. 4. D. Court, and it was ascertained that 
the true and proper name of Siau Mau Bi was Woo &z Yuen, 
This man was arrested and became the second accused in 
the case. 

In Diary No. &, a witness named ‘foo Koen Yoong is 
shown as having told the Police that this second accused 
led the wang wich committed the assa:lt. In the same 
diary, it is shown that a witness Dzaing Vung Ziany also 
stated to the Police that the second accused led the gange 
Again in this diary, a third witness Tsu Woong Hwa is 
on record as stating that the second accused led the gang. 

In Diary Noe 3, the witness Feng Hai Zie again avpears 
as having pointed out the fifth accused on March 22 (two 


days after the assault) as one of the assailantse

In Diary No. 4, one of the complainang witnesses named 
Hyu Sung Ching when interviewed in hospital, told the Police 
that the second accused led the .an,; and was shouting, "Assault, 
Assault". In afcdition to this evidence avnnearing in the 
diaries, there are also statements attached to the case vavers 
of each of these witnesses. 

On vage 4 of the Court Proceedings, it is shown that the 
witness Fens Hai Zien tesvified that the fifth accused broke 
windows in the factory with an iron bar. Witness Ts Yoong Wu 
testified that the fifth accused was present during the assault. 
Two further witnesses called for the vrosecution stated they 
did not notice the fifth accused. 

On nage 7, the witness Feng Hai Zien clearly stated that 
che second accused was present during the assault, and further 
was armed with an iron bar. On the same page, it is recorded 
that witness Pa: xau Ming testified that the second accused 
was the leader of the gang wich committed tne assault. On 
page 10, it is shown that when the judge hearing tris case 
visited certain hospitals to interview the victims of this 
assault, a compluining witness named Lee Ts Daung testified 
that the second and fitthn accused were both present curing 
the com:ittal of the assaul.. On page 11, another comolain- 
ing witness whilst in hospital and in answer to the judge, 
stated that the second accused was the instigator of this 
assault. Furt er on this page, it will be seen that the t:ird 
complaining witness Tseu Kung Sung stated whilst in tke 
hospital that he saw the second accused “t the time of the 
assault. On page 14, this witness testifies in open court 
that the second accused was the instigitor of the assault. 

To return to pages 11 and 12, it will be seen that a fourth 
complaining witness, Hyu Sung Kyung, testified in hospital 
that he saw the:second accused during the assault.

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Opposing this abundunt evidence, particularly against 
the second accused, is the denial of tne second accused 
that ne was concerned in tne assault. Ha admits tnut he 
knew um assauit sas contemplated, ands tated that it was 
his intention to report the matter to the Bureau of Social 
Affairs. In an effort to bolster up a weak alibi, the 
second accused called as a witress 1 representative of the 
Bureau of Social affairs. This witness was, howsver, too 
2nser in his evidence, for he testified thrt the second 
accus 3° visited him at approximately 10:10 a.m. The tine 
ef the assuplt 2s given in the charge as 99s a.m. wnd the 
witness's statement th.it the second accused visited him 
at 19:10 awem. evidently surprised even the second uccused, 
for he plainly to'!d the Court thut the tive of his urrival 
at tho Bureau of Social Affairs was 10:45 a.m. Questioned 
as to the discrepancy of 30 minutes in the second accused's 
statement and that of tiis own, the witress from the Burean 
namely replied that "according to my time, it was 10:10 a.m.". 

The Police in their case papers state thut the assault 
lasted only a minute or so, and was evidently pre-arranged. 
There would, thersofore, be ample time for the second accused 
to be present at the assault as alleged by the v:irious wit- 
nesses and still put in an appearance at the Bureau of Social 
Affairs an hour later.
